It was detected by a British geolo- 
gist by chemical analysis of mate- 
rial obtained in encrustations 
scraped from the wall of an ancient 
Roman aqueduct near Naples, It 
as—deciared_a_new_-minerel_and_ 
given a name. Further tests have 
placed the discovery in’some doubt, 
however, and the: material iden- 
tifled by Doctor Foshag. may be 
rated as an original’ discovery. 

It was found under the dried bed 
of Searles Lake, Calif,, a treasure 
place for rare mineral combinations, 
There ‘are about 150 feet. of brine- 
bearing salt beds, deposited froni 
the waters of an ancient salt Jake. 
From these beds, by means of shai-.
